REMARKS

to a method for preparing a beer from a beer wort. 

Additionally, new claims 62 and 63 have been added to 
the application to provide claims of different scope. With 
regard to new claim 63, basis for the temperature 
limitations set forth therein can be found on page 11, line 
35, page 12, line 1, and page 12, lines 12-15 in the 
specification of the instant application. 

Claims 40, 62, and 63 are now directed to a method for 
preparing a beer from a beer wort. It is respectfully 
noted that neither the drink "SNAKEBITE" or the document 
from www.realbeer.co.nz describing "SNAKEBITE" does not 
teach or suggest the claimed method for preparing beer from 
a beer wort. 

Claims 40, 43-50, 52-56, and 58-61 are believed to be 
a ! • owable for the reasons set forth in the amendment f ; 1 ed 
on January 7, 2 002.
